Two new Romulus Planning 
Commission members, Mic¬ 
hael Woods and Kenneth Mie- 
ntkiewicz, were appointed by 
the City Council last Tuesday 
and should officially take their 
seats tonight. 

The selection came despite 
some negative feelings from 
council members concerning 
the fact that the selections 
were not voted on by the Coun¬ 
cil Advisory Committee. 

Several on the council and 
in the audience that night 
urged that either the advisory 
recommendations be made all 
the time or disband the coun¬ 
cil unit. 

Most finally agreed that the 
selections belong to Mayor 
William Oakley and despite 
their differences on the advi¬ 
sory committee issue sup¬ 
ported the appointments. 

It also was recommended 


that veteran Planning Commis¬ 
sioners Fred Williams and 
Sheldon Chandler (whose 
terms just expired) be sent res¬ 
olutions thanking them for 
years of service to the city. 

Since the Planning Commis¬ 
sion’s next meeting is slated 
for tonight, it is not known who 
will serve as the new commis¬ 
sion chairman. 

William Crova served as 
chairman in the past until 
elected to the council last No¬ 
vember. Chandler, who was 
vice chairman, assumed the 
role of acting chairman upon 
Crova’s council election. 

It is possible that commis¬ 
sion secretary Sandy Hoinka 
could serve as acting chair¬ 
man, until June when the nor¬ 
mal commission leadership 
selection is made. 

The new commissioners’ 
terms are slated to expire on 
Jan. 31, 1999. 

In an unrelated council ac¬ 
tion, the council approved the 


transfer of a 1993 SDM (beer 
and wine) license from the es¬ 
tate of Maudie M. Fitzgerald’s 
estate to Esaud Pacheco. 

The transfer was from the 
former E & M Market of 7300 
Middlebelt Road, which has 
not been operational for sev¬ 
eral years. 

Former Police Chief Daryl 
Poe reported that the business 
site has been rezoned to a C-l 
local business zone and the 
site plan has been approved 
for a party store. 

The other concern raised in 
the police report is that 
Pacheco has had two OUIL 
convictions in Taylor in 1983 
and Allen Park in 1990. 

Councilman William Crova 
was the only council member 
to oppose the transfer, stating 
he voted no, because the appli¬ 
cant did not appear at the 
council session to answer 
questions. 

City Clerk Linda Choate ad¬ 
mitted later in the meeting 


that it was an oversight by her 
office and inadvertantly her 
staff had not invited Pacheco 
to the council meeting.

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Murder victim’s 
family revisits 
death scene

Five step-daughters of mur¬ 
dered Northwest Airlines 
flight attendant Nancy Ludwig 
visited Romulus last Saturday 
in an effort to “bring closure” 
for themselves following their 
step-mom’s brutal murder Five 
years earlier. 

Ludwig, 41, was found raped 
and slashed to death in Room 
354 of the former Hilton Hotel 
early on the morning of Feb. 
18,1991. Her murder still is un¬ 
solved, although Romulus De¬ 
tective Sgt. Dan Snyder said 
the case remains actively 


open. The hotel is now known 
as the Royce Hotel. 

Sandy Nobbe, who acted as 
the sisters’ unofficial spokes¬ 
woman, said while they felt 
there was a very slim chance of 
finding the murderer during 
their day’s visit to Romulus, it 
might provide her and her sis¬ 
ters with a sense of closure on 
the tragedy. 

“This is something I always 
wanted to do,” Nobbe said, as 
“we have not forgotten that 
tragic night.” 

The saddened women spent 
the day at the Royce Hotel

Powerball lottery appears near

The state of Michigan will 
apparently soon move into the 
world of the powerball lottery'. 

All it will take is the signa¬ 
ture of Gov. John Engler-best 
known in the Metro area as the 
man who says no to area 
casinos. 

State Rep. Gregory Pitoniak 
(D-Taylor) said he voted for the 
powerball bill, since he con¬ 
siders area residents suppor¬ 
tive of lottery sales. 

Former Belleville United 
Methodist pastor Allen B. Rice 
II, now head of Michigan Inter¬ 
faith Council on Alcohol Prob¬ 
lems, was hoping strongly that 
Engler would veto any such 
bill passed by the legislature. 
MICAP had written letters to 
various area pastors more 
than a month ago urging they 
and their congregations write 
Engler and urge that he veto 
the legislation. 

MICAP based in Lansing op¬ 
poses liquor sales and gam¬ 


bling in Michigan. 

Powerball lottery tickets 
sell in numerous states and 
can bring prizes in the hun¬ 
dreds of millions. Opponents 
say it is another scheme to en¬ 
tice people to spend their hard 
earned money to win extraor¬ 
dinary prizes. 

Both Pitoniak and lottery 
supporters say that Engler is 
expected to sign such a pact, 
since Michigan apparently was 
blackballed from being in¬ 
volved in such a multi-state op¬ 
tion years ago. 

The Michigan House of Rep¬ 
resentatives barely approved 
the plan last Thursday by a 
vote of 58-48, the 12th vote 


taken on the issue in the cur¬ 
rent legislative session. 

Earlier it had been ap¬ 
proved by the Michigan 
Senate. 

Pitoniak admitted that the 
powerball lottery bill had 
been delayed by votes of “a 
strange set of bedfellows— 
Christian conservatives and 
Detroit liberals.” 

The Detroit lawmakers 
were reportedly voting no in 
reaction to Engler’s opposition 
to Detroit casino requests and 
the Christian conservatives be¬ 
cause they are totally opposed 
to gambling. 

According to information 
supplied by the Michigan 


Democratic House of Repre¬ 
sentatives members the Pow¬ 
erball Bill (HB4484) will 
increase the state school aid 
fund by approximately $80 
million. 

But opponents complain 
that it shows that Engler is in¬ 
consistent on gambling issues, 
since he refused to allow ca¬ 
sino gambling in the city of 
Detroit. 

Locally the Rev. Brad Lewis 
of the Community United 
Methodist Church declared 
“we do not need any more 
gambling opportunities here. 
Lotteries do not provide any 
positive goods or services, 
both of which we sorely need 
in the Romulus area.” 

The Rev. David Strong of the 
Belleville United Methodist 
Church added such a potential 
signing of the Powerball Bill 
by Engler is a “sad commen¬ 
tary” of our times. Strong also 
cited the fact that governments 
are slowly hooking us into 
their budgets with such gam¬ 
bling devices.” 


Plans to organize some type 
of Romulus Community Edu¬ 
cation Foundation to supple¬ 
ment school district financial 
needs in the future are ex¬ 
pected to be completed on 
March 7. 

An initial meeting of possi¬ 
ble foundation activists was 
held last Thursday at the 
School Administration Office 
on Grant Road. 

One of the planned founda¬ 
tion directors, former City 
Councilman Noah (Pete) Be¬ 
rgeron, said it is hoped that a 
board of directors could be set 
up at next month’s meeting. 

“The foundation board 
would support the new direc¬ 
tion of the school board,” Be¬ 
rgeron said, “and could 
provide necessary funds for 
some critically needed scho¬ 
lastic, athletic or extra-curric¬ 
ular programs within the 
district in the future.” 

In the past teachers, parents 
and students have had to 
spend critical time raising 
funds, when they should have 
been actively involved in their 
school functions, Bergeron 
said. 

Because of changes in 
school funding across the 
state, Bergeron said, nu-

Rarey seeking 
T1FA answers

Romulus city critic James 
Rarey unveiled his dismay last 
week over the fact that he was 
not allowed to publicly ask 
questions at a Tax Increment 
Finance Authority District II 
meeting on Feb. 6 concerning 
the planned Vining Road/In¬ 
terstate-94 interchange. 

Thus Rarey sat down and 
prepared a letter to TIFA 
Chairman Jason Lovette out¬ 
lining his displeasure and also 
provided a letter to the Ro¬ 
mulus Roman newspaper. 

He thus stated “you (Love¬ 
tte) invited me to submit writ¬ 
ten questions, which could be 
answered at a future meeting. 
I accept that invitation.” Rarey 
said he will attend the March 5 
TIFA board meeting in an ef¬ 
fort to obtain answers to his 
questions. 

Rarey’s letter stated ‘‘in 
June 1993 the TIFA District II 
set a total cost for the Vining 
Road project at $17.5 million. 
But when the agreement was 
actually signed in September 
the following year the total 
cost was reduced by $5.6 mil¬ 
lion to $11.9 million with the 
TIFA obligation at $5.5 
million.” 


In the question portion of 
his letter, Rarey asks: “Was the 
(temporary) reduction of $5.6 
million done to mislead the 
council and/or the public to 
forestall opposition until var¬ 
ious agreements were ap¬ 
proved and signed and the 
bonds issued?” 

Rarey also toughly ques¬ 
tions former Community De¬ 
velopment Director Jane 
Downing’s involvement in the 
project. He asks “why did 
Downing falsely tell the coun¬ 
cil that the the TIFA/City share 
was $2 million and the devel¬ 
oper’s share was $4 million?” 

He also claims that former 
Mayor Beverly McAnally “for¬ 
warded these falsehoods to the 
council as an inducement to 
get the council to pass a reso¬ 
lution of‘intent to execute’ the 
agreement months before a 
significantly revised agree¬ 
ment was signed.” 

Rarey said he also had 
other questions including a 
concern over possible viola¬ 
tions of securities laws regard¬ 
ing representations made by 
the TIFA to the bond pur¬ 
chaser that may have been 
false or misleading. 

He said however he was 
willing to wait for answers to 
the above questions before 
pressing any new ones. 


What is a TIFA? 


The term TIFA stands for 
Tax Increment Finance Au¬ 
thority. It is an arm of city gov¬ 
ernment created by the City 
Council following authoriza¬ 
tion by state law back on Jan. 
15, 1981. 

Its charter seeks “to prevent 
urban deterioriation and en¬ 
courage economic develop¬ 
ment activities, neighborhood 
revitalization and historic 
preservation.” 

A TIFA unit has broad 
powers to enter into contracts 
for public improvements, to 
own and lease property, to is¬ 
sue bonds and to use tax incre¬ 
ment financing. 

Its business is conducted by 
a board appointed by the city 
council and an executive di¬ 
rector is chosen by the board 
with the approval of the 
council. 

Subject to the approval of 
the council, the TIFA board 
can establish districts as well 


as development and financing 
plans for specific geographic 
areas. The TIFA’s funds come 
from tax increments from each 
district established. 

The city treasurer must turn 
over to the TIFA the difference 
between current year property 
tax collections and the collec¬ 
tions for the year when the dis¬ 
trict was established for most 
city and county millages. 

Before Proposition A was 
approved by the voters in 1994, 
TIFAs could also “capture” all 
school millages except those 
for retirement of debt. Since 
Proposition A’s passage, new 
projects cannot capture school 
millage, but projects that were 
in progress at that time still 
can if they meet certain 
conditions. 

The obvious advantages of 
TIFAs are they can capture 
county taxes, as well as in 
some cases school taxes that 
the city cannot take on its own.

Environmental unit delayed

Well it is almost back to 
square one for the city’s Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Board, 
at least until Monday night. 

On Feb. 5 the City Council 
thought it had elected a seven 
member board v/ith one alter¬ 
nate member, with staggered 
terms of three, two and one 
year. 

A short time later, City 
Clerk Linda Choate discov¬ 
ered that according to the 


city’s recently passed environ¬ 
mental health ordinance, actu¬ 
ally five members should have 
been named for three year 
terms. 

Thus Choate told the coun¬ 
cil it had two options on Feb. 
13. It could rescind the resolu¬ 
tion naming the board mem¬ 
bers and name five members, 
or it could introduce an 
amendment to the environ¬ 
mental ordinance stating the 
board would consist of seven 
regular members and one 
alternate. 

The council appears to fa¬ 


vor keeping the ordinance in 
tact and reducing the board 
membership to five. 

The city’s Advisory Appoint¬ 
ment Committee will meet 
next Monday night and suggest 
the five members it favors for 
the new environmental board. 

In other action, the City 
Council approved the city’s Ca¬ 
ble Commission request to let 
bids for new cable studio 
lights and for video cameras to 
be used in the council cham¬ 
bers for televising council 
meetings. 


School trip 
to New York 
OK’d, but-

A four-day trip to New York 
City for 31 Romulus High

Oleszkowicz said more and 
more teachers are filing late 
trip requests, many times mak¬ 
ing it impossible for the board 
to reject such bids since 
tickets have already been pur- 
chased by students and 
chaperones. 

Board President Debra 
Hoffman said she too was up¬ 
set by the lateness of the re¬ 
quest, but felt also that it was a 
great opportunity for the trav¬ 
eling students. 

Trustee Pat Patterson said 
the board needs to set up a 
deadline for such trip filings 
or potentially have them vet¬ 
oed by the board. Patterson 
said the total trip schedule 
doesn’t need to be filed, but 
the dates and main location 
should be listed probably in 
October or November. 

The trip thus was approved 
5-1 with TYustee Sandra Lang¬ 
ley being absent.

Pre-algebra students at 
South Middle School com¬ 
pleted a unit on measuring ob¬ 
jects using a method of 
indirect measurement called 
triangulation - a technique 
used commonly by engineers 
and surveyors to measure 
bridges, buildings, and other 
tall objects without requiring 
a ruler a mile long for the task. 

To practice this form of 


measurement, students 
worked in pairs to build and 
calibrate their own measuring 
devices called clinometers - or 
as they were quickly dubbed, 
“height-o-meters.” Students 
ventured outside to the near¬ 
est flagpole to practice. 

Students measured the 
height of the flagpole and the 
height of the school using their 
handmade instruments, which 


proved to be about 85 percent 
accurate - not bad for some¬ 
thing that looks like a paper 
plate on a stick. 

During the unit, students 
learned how to measure an¬ 
gles and distances, use the 
metric system, and learn the 
fundamental concept of trian¬ 
gulation. Teacher Iris Rinaldi 
pronounced the unit, “a big 
success.”

In an announcement made 
at the Detroit Boat Show, Sec¬ 
retary Miller said the pilot 
program is designied to make 
watercraft registration re¬ 
newals more convenient than 
ever before and is the first step 
toward giving motorists the op¬ 
tion of renewing vehicle regis- 
trations by Touch-Tone 
telephone. 

“Touch-Tone telephone re¬ 
newal represents a major 
breakthrough in delivering on 
our mandate of improved cus¬ 
tomer service,” Secretary Mil¬ 
ler said. “In fact, Touch-Tone 
renewal has the potential to 
revolutionize how people do 


business with the Secretary of 
State’s office. 

“It offers the ultimate con¬ 
venience of doing business 
from the comfort of home 24 
hours a day, seven days a week, 
with no requirements other 
than a Touch-Tone telephone 
and a valid credit card, two op¬ 
tions readily available to most 
watercraft owners," Secretary 
Miller added. “By piloting the 
program with watercraft regis¬ 
trations, we can study its via¬ 
bility before we expand it to a 
wider segment of the 
population.

a layman’s guide to the Republican Presidential contenders... 

1. Robert Dole- Terri¬ 
bly unexciting and too 
old, yet the man has 
more qualifications to 
hold the highest office 
in the land than any 
other person, Republi¬ 
can or Democrat. Dole 
has toiled since 1960 in the political trenches of 
Washington D.C. Some consider him the patron 
saint of the GOP, while others feel they owe it to 
Dole, because he has. carried the Republican torch 
for so many years. Right now the odds on leader to 
win the nomination, however his support is slip¬ 
ping and an upset is not out of the question. 

2. Pat Buchanan- This guy puts the fear of God in 
moderate Republicans. His support is rapidly 
mounting. His rallies are attracting more people. 
The Christian Coalition and far right are champi¬ 
oning his candidacy. Buchanan, like Dole, is an old 
GOP war horse, dating back to the Nixon presiden¬ 
cy where he toiled as a speech writer. Buchanan, 
however, does not dodge issues. He seems to speak 
forthrightly, and one can appreciate that even if 
they can’t agree with his extreme views. Expect 
him to tone down those views in an effort to cap¬ 
ture moderate Republicans. I suspect after a good 
showing in New Hampshire and a couple of other 
states, including Michigan, his star will begin to 
tail off. 

3. Lamar Alexander- A candidate, in my opinion, 
that has the best chance of catching Dole. Plaid- 
shirted, down home Tennessean Alexander, uses a 
homespun, moderate approach to win voters. His 
platform drives home a strong states rights mes¬ 
sage demanding many of the services now provid¬ 
ed at the federal level be returned to state govern¬ 
ments. Conversely however, his record as Ten¬ 
nessee governor has come into question. Seems to 
many his fiscal policy was far too liberal. He also 
suffers from Hilaryitis. Some say he made $160,000 
from a one dollar investment. These issues aside, 
he presents a less offensive alternative to Dole 
than Buchanan, and has The Peros, engineers of 
the Engler upset over Blanchard, running his cam¬ 
paign. 

4. Steve Forbes- Too bad this multi-millionaire 
is so boring. His ideas will live longer in this cam¬ 
paign than he will. The 16% flat tax proposal he 
set forth has won a lot of supporters and has start¬ 
ed a necessary debate on the way taxes are collect¬ 
ed in America. In addition he has proposed utiliz¬ 
ing the stock market and individual retirement ac¬ 
counts to pay for the rising cost of Social Security. 
This too is an idea that is generating lots of support 
including a complimentary editiorial in the Detroit 
Free Press. Unfortunately good ideas do not make 
a president and Forbes fails miserably in front of a 
television screen. Despite enjoying cover coverage 
on Time and Newsweek a few weeks ago, Forbes’ 
stock is rapidly declining. 

5. The also-rans are just that. Dick Lugar, a 
well-respected midwesterner has not caught fire. 
He’s cut of the same cloth as Dole and Alexander. 
Californian Bob Dornan is interesting having sur¬ 
vived in a mostly Hispanic congressional district as 
a Republican for many years. However his cam- 
Dai?n machine has never got off the ground. 
African-American Alan Keyes is the best speaker 
of all the candidates and is not afraid to give his 
Republican bedfellows a tongue-lashing every 
once and a while. His platform is very appealing, 
but few are buying it. Michigan’s Morry Taylor is 
having fun spending his own money and feeling a 
part of the campaign cavalcade, but the ride is go¬ 
ing to have to end soon for him. 

To sum it up, the best candidates appear to be 
sitting out this campaign. Colin Powell would have 
been formidable and Jack Kemp could have bested 
the current offerings easily. Whether the ultimate 
winner be Dole, Buchanan or Alexander, this 
writer predicts the GOP will have a difficult time 
defeating the master politician Clinton, despite all 
his legal problems, come November.

At the last TIFA meeting on 
Feb. 6th, TIFA chairman Jason 
Lovette declined to allow me 
to discuss with the board the 
issues surrounding the $20 
million bond issue and the 
TIFA’s funding of the Vining/ 
1-94 interchange. 

At that time he invited me to 
submit written questions 
which would be answered at a 
future meeting. I accept that 
invitation. 

I have the following com¬ 
ments and question. 

In the June, 1993 amend¬ 
ment to the TIF Detroit II Fi¬ 
nancing and Development 
Plan, total construction cost of 
the Vining Interchange was es¬ 
timated at $15.6 million and 
the TIFA contribution at $1.8 
million. 

Engineering (non-construc¬ 
tion) costs of $1.9 million 
brought the total cost of the 
project to $17.5 million. 

When the Interchange 
agreement was actually signed 
in September of 1994, the total 
cost had been reduced by $5.6 
million to $11.9 million, with 
the TIFA obligation at $5.5 
million. 

In November of 1995, the 
City Council approved an 
amendment to the Interchange 
agreement adding $5.6 million 
bringing the total cost back to 
the original $17.5 million with 
the TIFA share at an estimated 
$7 million. 

Questions: 

Was the (temporary) reduc¬ 
tion of $5.6 million done to mis¬ 
lead the Council and/or the 
public to forestall opposition 
until various agreement were 
approved and signed and the 
bonds issued? 

Why did the TIFA Director, 
Jane Downing, falsely tell the 
Council that the TIFA/City 
share was $2 million and the 
developer’s share $4 million? 
(Her arithmetic was bad, too.) 
Was this also to forestall 
opposition? 

Why did Downing falsely 
tell the TIFA Board that is was 
a party to the Interchange 
Agreement and that the agree¬ 
ment provided for the TIFA to 
administer the City’s respon¬ 
sibilities? (The TIFA is not a 
party to the Interchange

Guilty of ‘gotta have if behavior

This writer’s guilty of it ... 
maybe you are guilty of it too. 
This writer was a new parent 
during the “Do Your Own 
Thing” era of the ‘70s. Maybe 
you were too. 

What’s “it?” It is the gotta- 
do-it-all, gotta-have-it-all no¬ 
tion that’s percolated down 
from the baby-boomers’ gener¬ 
ation. 

By the late ‘70s, stay-at- 
home moms were oddities. 
While 30 percent of married 
women with children under 
six worked outside the home 
in 1970, nearly 62 percent of 
American women worked by 
1990. Kids were placed into 
latch-key programs or left at 
home after school to fend for 
themselves until dinner or 
later. It all seemed so right at 
the time. Two parents out 
working meant more money in 
the bank, prosperity beyond 
what one parent could pro¬ 
vide, lessons and activities for 
the kids, the best schools, col¬ 
leges. What more could the 
American dream be? 

And then it all began to 
crumble. Divorce rates 
jumped from 325 per 1,000 mar¬ 
riages in 1970 to 509 in 1990. 
Death rates from malignancies 
per 1,000 in 1970 were 163, and 
206 in 1990. There were 239 
abortions per 1,000 births in 
1973 and 379 in 1990. 

But, we could afford more 
goods and services: 1.4 TVs per 
household in 1970 increased to 
2.2 in 1990. Cable subscriptions 
went from 4.5 million cable 
subscribers in 1970 to 58 mil¬ 
lion in 1990. Travel to Europe 
went from 2.9 million in 1970 to 
7.5 million in 1990. The 
“wants” of the early ‘70s be¬ 
came the “needs” of the ‘80s 
and ‘90s. 

Can you now envision your 
family with only one or two 
telephones? How about giving 
up portable televisions, car 
phones, call-waiting or mo¬ 
dems? Could you envision your 
life using a portable non¬ 
electric typewriter? How 
about the white-out that goes 
with it? Can you imagine rab¬ 
bit ears instead of cable? No 
microwave? All these things to 
make life “bearable.” 

And yet, violence, drugs, al¬ 
cohol and smoking have in¬ 
creased while respect for

others has declined. Could 
there be a correlation between 
our “needs” being fulfilled 
and our childrens’ behaviors? 
This writer would suggest that 
there’s a strong relationship 
between our need to have-it- 
all and kids’ self-destructive 
behaviors. With the norms hav¬ 
ing changed, there’s no longer 
an expectation that an adult 
will be home after school for 
children, no longer do families 
sit down together for five or six 
meals per week, no longer are 
we consistently tracking our 
child’s homework. No longer 
are we spending Sunday eve¬ 
ning playing games together.

Young people (over 21) are 
speaking out about their child¬ 
hood and about whether they 
felt supported or not. Would 
you want to hear that your 
adult child now talks about 
how they spent a lot of time 
winging it and fending for 
themselves? If we’re still 
vested in helping our children

think long and hard about our 
priorities. 

Thankfully, parents have 
the key to the solution. Our 
floundering youngsters need 
us and our time. Is this a novel 
idea? No, but we don’t seem to 
get the obvious ... gotta-have-it 


all has become need- it-all ... 
cable, VCR, SEGA, Nintendo, 
Nikes, portable phones, 
pagers, McDonald’s dinners, 
etc., etc., etc. It will take some 
effort to make a paradigm shift 
and forego some of the goodies 
in life, and it may have to in¬ 
clude having one parent work 
less, allowing the kids only one 
lesson/one activity, making 
sure there are at least four 
meals together each week, and 
making purchases with econ¬ 
omy not style in mind. 

If this seems like asking too 
much, think about this final 
idea. At least organize a 
weekly family meeting time 
where everyone has a chance 
to talk honestly about their 
“beefs” and lend support to 
other family members who are 
struggling with a particular is¬ 
sue. This way family members 
will feel significant and val¬ 
ued. Mom might address her 
concern about son being late 
for school everyday by saying, 
“I’ve been thinking about this 
dilemma with Jim oversleep¬ 
ing and would like us to work 
out a solution together. Bobby, 
can you think of any ways that 
we could help Jim to get up in 
time every morning?” 

Parents that support and 
nurture their children are pat¬ 
ents whose adult children will 
gladly bound back into their 
parents’ lives and shower 
them with love and apprecia¬ 
tion for being such supportive 
parents.

After two months of endur¬ 
ing cold temperatures, frigid 
wind chills, icy roads, freezing 
rain and snow, it is no wonder 
that Michigan Snow Birds are 
ready for their mid-winter 
break in the warm and sunny 
Caribbean. 

February has been desig¬ 
nated as National Cruise 
Month for a good reason -- it is 
the perfect time to schedule a 
“preview” of summer during 
the midst of the seemingly 
endless winter. For one week, 
there are sunny skies, tem¬ 
peratures in the 80s and the 
all-but- forgotten luxury of be¬ 
ing “too warm.” 

But, if you haven’t booked a 
February cruise, don’t de¬ 
spair! A vacation get-away to 
the Bahamas, Virgin Islands, 
Jamaica or Couzemel will be 
just as welcome in March or 
April - even in May.

On Feb. 9, Carnival’s Tropi- 
cale departed for a seven-day 
cruise from the port of New Or¬ 
leans with several Western 
Wayne County residents, in¬ 
cluding the writer and her 
spouse. 

The Tropieale was Carni¬ 
val’s fourth ship in the fleet, 
and is the most traveled ship, 
having taken more than half a 
million guests to such ports of 
call as Dominica, St. Thomas, 
Nassau, Puerta Vallarta, the 
Panama Canal, Grenada and 
Cozumel. In May, the ship will 
begin cruises to Alaska and 
later shift its route again to 
bring passengers to Hawaii. 

For those who arrived early 
enough on departure day, 
there was time to view some of 
the Mardi Gras festivities, take 
a French Quarter tour or visit 
the Jean Lafitte Swamp. 

On Saturday -- a full day at 
sea - there was ample time for 
sunning on deck and for shop¬ 
ping at the duty free shops, vis¬ 
iting the casino or enjoying the 
games and activities around 
the pool. 

For “fitness freaks,” the 
Nautica Spa is open in addi¬ 
tion to low- impact aerobic 
classes on deck and daily 
Walk-a-Mile tours mapped out 
for participants. Those who 
are calorie-conscious can or¬ 
der from the specially marked 
items on the menus. 

The following day, the Trop- 
icale docked in Tampa with 
opportunities for travelers to 


visit Busch Gardens, Universal 
Studios, Florida Aquarium or 
take a city tour. For some of us, 
it was a perfect day to stake 
out a lounge chair on the Sun 
Deck and “get some more 
rays.” 

Monday is another day at 
sea for the Tropieale with 
more sun, more good food, 
more fun and games and more 
good entertainment. 

Grand Cayman Island, the 
site of the film, The Firm is the 
Tuesday destination. With its 
line-up of banks on the main 
streets, it is no wonder that the 
island is known for its finan¬ 
cial dealings and some double¬ 
dealing. While the cost of liv¬ 
ing is higher on Grand Cayman 
than on many of the other is¬ 
lands, there are bargains in 
jewelry, China and Tortuga 

rum. 

Most travelers will pur¬ 
chase some black coral jewe¬ 
lry or art object during their 
stay on the island. Black coral 
is found in the Caribbean, the 
Pacific and the Red Sea at 
depths well in excess of 100 
feet.

With the repeat secured, Wayne 
Memorial can become the first team in 
Mega Conference Red Division basket¬ 
ball history to finish with a perfect 12-0 
record. 

Coach Chuck Henry and the Zebras 
clinched the title outright and a second 
straight divisional championship with 
a tough 67-61 victory over Belleville last 
Thursday before the Tigers’ home 
crowd.

New parents should be 
aware of a change in their 1995 
federal income tax return that 
will require them to get social 
security numbers (SSNs) for 
children born this year. 

“Any taxpayer who claims a 
child as a dependent on their 
1995 federal income tax return 
must include the child’s SSN 
unless the child was born in 
November or December of 
1995,” Arlene Kay, IRS District 
Director said. “If possible, tax¬ 
payers should also include the 
SSN for any dependent born in 
November or December. If one 
is not available, the taxpayer 
must write “11/95” or “12/95”, 
as appropriate, in the space 
for the child’s number on the 
tax return.” 

“Including the SSN or the 
month and year notation will 
prevent delays in receiving an 
income tax refund,” Kay said. 
“Taxpayers should check and 
recheck all the names and 
SSNs on the return to ensure 
timely refunds.” 

If the parents already ap¬ 
plied for an SSN for a newborn 
child through the birth regis¬ 
tration process, they should re¬ 
ceive the number within two to 
four months, usually before 
they’re ready to file the tax 
return. 

“A taxpayer who has not ap¬ 
plied for an SSN for a depen- 
‘ dent child can do so by 
completing Form SS-5 and pro¬ 
viding the Social Security Ad¬ 
ministration with an original 
birth certificate and one other 
' piece of identification showing 
the child’s name, such as a doc- 

• tor’s letter or hospital record.”

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Local activists take HIV/AIDS education to streets

Throughout history the Afri¬ 
can-American woman is said 
to have been the “backbone” 
of the Black community. An 
empathetic, strong and con¬ 
cerned woman who bears its 
children, nurtures them to¬ 
ward progress, and along with 
its strong males, steers them 
toward positive behaviors. 

And in recognition and 
lionor of this charge, three vol¬ 
unteers from the Eta Iota 
Omega Chapter of Alpha 
Kappa Alpha (AKA), a na¬ 
tional public service sorority, 
are now foot soldiers in a na¬ 
tional initiative to stop the 
spread of the Human Immu¬ 
nodeficiency Virus (HIV) 
whi£h causes AIDS in African- 
American and other commu¬ 
nities of color. 

After completing three days 
of intensive study and testing, 
local AKA members Rutha 


Burney, Eunice Johnson and 
Willa Miller, are now certified 
by the American Red Cross to 
travel throughout Out-Wayne 
and provide free accurate and 
culturally sensitive preven¬ 
tion-based HIV/AIDS educa¬ 
tion to interested women. 

According to program vol¬ 
unteer, Eunice Johnson, their 
efforts are critical because so 
many people are misinformed 
about HIV/AIDS. “It’s not who 
you are who puts you at risk for 
HIV/AIDS, it’s what you do,” 
said Johnson who is also direc¬ 
tor of the Inkster Teen Health 
Center. 

Johnson says chief roads to 
HIV infection include: un¬ 
protected sex; use of alcohol or 
drugs (they lower inhibitions); 
sharing unclean needles and 
syringes (tattoo, ear or body 
piercing, and IV drug needles 
included); and passing the vi¬ 
rus from an infected mother to 
baby during pregnancy, child¬ 
birth or breast feeding.

Approximately one million 
people are currently infected 
with HIV in the United States. 
Additionally, research says 
seven out of ten women with 
AIDS are women of color, mak¬ 
ing it critical women and their 
partners either adopt absti 
nence as a policy or practice 
safe sex to quell the disease. 
Further, by the year 2000, 60% 
of all AIDS cases are expected 
to be women and children. 
And it’s also been revealed sta¬ 
tistically women diagnosed 
with AIDS have shorter life¬ 
spans than diagnosed men. 

But after being armed with 
such information, how do 
Johnson and her peers share 
their messages? “We literally 


goes into homes using the “Tup- 
perware Party” approach,” she 
answered. “Our hosts issue in¬ 
vitations to those who want to 
know more about HIV/AIDS, 
then we come in and give our 
presentation. And we take care 
to be as candid and informative 
as we possibly can; tailoring 
our talks according to the 
needs of the audience before 
us. We also try to make our pre- 
sentations enjoyable too.” 

However, Johnson added 
she and her peers are trying to 
reach yet another critical tar¬ 
get audience - young Black wo¬ 
men and teens. “A large part of 
our focus is to reach these in¬ 
dividuals to teach them the im¬ 
portance of abstaining from 


risky behaviors. Research has 
proven some of the most seem¬ 
ingly insignificant but socially 
accepted behaviors are and 
can be life-threatening.” 

Also cognizant their target 
audiences are mobile and very 
active, the trio wants to take 
their message literally into the 
streets. “We’d like to do street 
assemblies and set up booths 
at community group func¬ 
tions,” J ohnson said. “But we’d 
also like to go into area beauty 
and nail salons, if we were in¬ 
vited because women of all 
ages patronize these busi¬ 
nesses. And more often than 
not, these women are thirsty 
for correct information. HIV/ 
AIDS can only be halted only 
when people want and learn to 
be sensitive and responsible.” 

The trio would also like to 
take their services to Ecorse, 
River Rouge, Taylor and other 
areas Downriver, and are ac¬ 
tively recruiting more volun- 
teers for training. 


“Fortunately, many of us will 
not contract the disease. But 
the opportunity is there - it 
may touch family or a friend. 
And since we want to live 
healthy and productive lives, 
we have to arm ourselves and 
others with correct informa¬ 
tion because it’s not only our 
responsibility to be prepared, 
but we must also be 
compassionate.”

Vivid is set in the small black 
town of Niles, Mich, in 1876. 
Jenkins, whose first novel also

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‘Hole-in-one’ scored for Inkster, Westland 


The Wayne County Commis¬ 
sion hit a hole-in-one for the 
cities of Inkster and Westland 
when they approved the con¬ 
tract for construction and in¬ 
stallation of the Inkster Valley 
Golf Course, Feb. 15, at the 
Wayne County Commission 
meeting. 

“It’s a wonderful day,” says 
Wayne County Commission 
Vice Chair Kay Beard, refer¬ 
ring to her latest victory in the 
20-year battle to build the Ink¬ 
ster Valley Golf Course. 

Approval of the golf course 
project was received by 
“cheers and chants” from an 
enthusiastic delegation of ap¬ 
proximately 30 people from 
the City of Inkster. 

“The many elected officials 


and department heads here to¬ 
day, indicated the deep inter¬ 
est that the whole community 
has in the golf course. This is 
something that the City of Inks¬ 
ter has looked forward to and 
has planned for over 20 years. 
This is a marvelous time for 
us,” Vice Chair Beard said. 

The Inkster Valley Golf 
Course is an 18-hole course. 
The county-owned course is lo¬ 
cated north of Michigan Ave¬ 
nue between Inkster and 
Merriman roads in the cities of 
Inkster and Westland. The 
course is scheduled to be com¬ 
pleted in fall 1997. 

The County entered into a 
contract with DeAngelis Land¬ 
scape, Inc. of Woodhaven to 
build the golf course, construct 
two related wetland projects 


in the Lower Rouge Parkway 
and part of the Wayne County 
Park System. The three pro¬ 
jects will cost $6,416,988. 

"The Inkster Valley Golf 
Course will mean a great deal 
to both the cities of Inkster and 
Westland. It will bring addi¬ 
tional development and more 
jobs. I’m overjoyed that this 
project is one step closer to be¬ 
coming a reality,” said Vice 
Chair Beard. 

Last October, the Commis¬ 
sion officially restored the 
name to this historic site, Inks¬ 
ter Valley Golf Course. Vice 
Chair Beard announced the 
name of the new golf course at 
a meeting of the Inkster City 
Council. The golf course has a 
long history. It was developed 
in the 1920s as a privately oper¬ 


ated golf course and thrived 
briefly. During the Great De¬ 
pression, the golf course was 
closed and never reopened. 

Environmental problems 
plagued the reopening of the 
golf course in later years. In 
1994, a workable solution to 
preserving the wetland was 
found and land development 
plans were completed. 

“The approval of this con¬ 
tract is a source of personal 
satisfaction, I have worked to¬ 
ward the restoration of this 
golf course for two decades. I 
am thrilled that my efforts will 
benefit the City of Inkster 
where I lived for 38 years, and 
the City of Westland, where 1 
have lived for the past four 
and a half years,” remarked 
Vice Chair Beard.
